Drought Action

Stratton said today a special 
session of the Illinois Legislature 
to provide drought relief to farm­ 
ers is a possibility. 
Stratton told a news conference 
“ it is conceivable” that if the sit­ 
uation became "so bad” and farm­ 
ers were suffering “ terrible hard­ 
ships," he might call the law­ 
makers into special session 
“ A special session would be jus­ 
tified for that purpose,” he said. 
Meanwhile, at Washington, three 
Illinois 
Republican 
congressmen 
asked Stratton to request Dresi- 
dent Eisenhower to declare the 
drought stricken sections of Illinois 
“ disaster areas." 
They said in a joint telegram 
to the governor that under the law 
this is the only way that Illinois 
livestock men can get government- 
owned corn at cut rate prices.

A task given to a Harrisburg 


high school youth more than 40 
years ago and the friendship and 
professional challenge which grew 
out of the association so influenced 
the life and work of the boy, turn­ 
ed man. that he has become an 
outstanding educator. 
Today, I. Owen Foster h o ld s the 
position of State Director of Cur­ 
riculum in the office of Superin­ 
tendent of Public Instruction, In­ 
dianapolis, Ind., and for the past 
28 years has served as professor 
of education at Indiana university, 
Bloomington, Ind. 
He was born at Emma, Illinois, 
June I, 1895, the son of Dr. I. A. j 
and Della (Belt) Foster. He came j 
to Saline county early in 1907 with 
his mother and step-father, Thom­ 
as J. Smith, a native of Elizabeth­ 
town, Hardin county. 


Foster recalls that although the 


family was relatively poor finan­ 
cially, it was rich in love and 
spiritual values, and that he and 
his brother, Grover, were very 
much a part of it. The family 
first lived near Pankeyvilie and 
Saline Valley in this area, and 
later near Ingram Hill, Walnut 
Grove, E ast Ledford and In H ar­ 
risburg. 
Both the mother and 


step-father lived in this commun­ 
ity until their deaths. 
As a student at HTHS, young 
Foster helped organize the debat 
ing team and received medals in 
1913, 1914 and 1915 for his out­ 
standing work. 
In the Lowell-Em-

he took first 
place (gold medal) for an oration 
in 1913, and gained the same re­ 
cognition for a reading in 1914.

Foster’s life has not been 
without its hardship however.
